The path was cleared today for 
inauguration of full **door-to- 
door’’ 
freight service 
by the 
Pennsylvania railroad and oth­ 
er roads that so desire, as a re­ 
sult of a far-reaching decision, 
handed down in United States 
district court here by Judge 
George E. Welsh. 
The decision m eant victory for the 
Pennsylvania 
and 
other 
eastern 
trunk lines in one of the most un- 
portant legal battles in recent years. 
Holding th at such service would 
not constitute “extension of Imes”, 
the ruling was a death blow to ter­ 
minal companies. 
Four of them, 
representing $20,000,0(X) investment 
in Brooklyn, and backed by other 
companies with $200,000,000 invest­ 
ed, had sought an injunction against 
the Pennsylvania’s plan. 
The new freight service plan will 
go into effect as soon as the rail­ 
roads can conform to the require­ 
ments of the interstate commerce 
commission regulations. 
The matter, however, may be re­ 
opened after the Pennsylvania and 
other railroads file their tariff of 
rates 
with 
the 
commission, 
but 
Judge 'Welsh ruled in his decision 
th at the use of motor trucks by. the 
railroads for the collection and de­ 
livery of freight in the New York

Colbert, secretary of the m iner’s 
local at Orient, 111., lay dead in a 
W est F rankfort undertaking parlor 
where the coroner made ready to 
conduct an inquest today. 
He was 
killed by a shotgun blast from an 
automobile which drew up to his 
home. 
One suspect, whose nam e 
was withheld by authorities, was in

Know anything about Gresham ’s 
law? 


They teach it in school, in courses 
In elementary economics, and I re­ 
member how I used to puzzle my 
head over it. 
It was easier to un­ 
derstand than the gold standard and 
-oreipi exchange and things like 
the law of diminishing returns, but 
I had trouble with it, just the same. 
Thomas Gresham lived in Queen 
Elizabeth’ time, and she made him 
a knight. . . . He noticed th at bad 
money drives out good money. 
if 
you have a sound money circulation 
m your country, money that every­ 
body trusts and accepts as a stand­ 
ard and, suddenly, you introduce de­ 
based and 
untrustworthy 
money, 
very soon you discover th at the good 
money has run to cover and the bad 
money is doing most of the circu­ 
lating. 
T hat shouldn’t happend, 
but 
it 
does happen. 
The money that no­ 
body trusts takes the place of the 
money that everybody trusted. . 
It 
is not good, everybody knows it 
isn t,— but the good money goes into 
hiding, into crocks and tin cans and 
jars, and the bad money brazenly 
circulates and prices go sky-high 
and trouble comes upon 
you. 
It 
doesn’t sound reasonable, but it’s 
a fact. 
And it’s called Gresham ’s 
law. 
I know it’s a fact, because that

Prison Tailor Shop

pone, the deposed emperor of gang­ 
land. who once divided his time be­ 
tween his throne in Chicago and 
his wunter palace in Florida, toils 
patiently these days in the tailor 
shop at the A tlanta federal peni­ 
tentiary making rough prison gar­ 
ments. 
A lonely, silent man, the 
one­ 
time boss of beer and booze stands 
aloof from all but compulsory pen­ 
itentiary duties. 
These W'ere among the items of 


information concerning the toppled 
chieftain learned by International 
New's Service from an authoritative 
source in spite of the secrecy sur­ 
rounding the activities 
of 
Uncle 
Sam’s “big house.” 
After his month In prison, Ca­ 
pone has the pale appearance which 
confinement usually brings. 
Fat 
and soft from a li; of luxurious ease 
vhen he entered the penitentiary, 
he has lost about 10 pounds under 
the rigorous prison routine. 
During the hours of recreation, 
when the convicts are permitted to 
mingle, he takes little or no part in 
the games. 
Walks in the prison yard, usually 
alone, comprise his single recreative 
pursuit. 
Despite his aloofness, he is de­ 
scribed by his fellow' convicts as a 
“right guy.”

Apparently in those days, it was 
not an uncommon practice to pay 
for the newspaper in this m anner 
The receipt gives no intim ation as 
to how long a tim e the payment 
covered, but it was evidently for 
several years. 
While the receipt has turned yel­ 
low with age. the writing is per­ 
fectly legible.
